PEERAGE. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1956, 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  twenty-five,  a decrease  of 
three  on  the  previous  year.  Two  of  these  births  were  illegitimate.  There 
were  no  stillbirths  registered  and  no  child  died  under  the  age  of  twelve  months. 

No  mother  died  in  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  twenty-three,  five  fewer  than  in 
1955.  Six  deaths  were  ascribed  to  heart  disease,  seven  to  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  (strokes)  and  four  to  cancer.  There  were  no  cases  of  death 
caused  by  accident. 

In  the  field  of  Infectious  Diseases  it  is  quite  remarkable  that  not  a 
single  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  but  I am  very  happy  to 
report  that  no  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease,  which  in  the  past  took  a 
heavy  toll  of  the  young  people  in  this  country. 

Unfortunately,  I am  not  able  to  state  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Borough  is  satisfactory.  At  present  all  sewers  discharge  crude  sewago  into 
streams.  I sincerely  hope  that  the  Ministry  will  allow  us  to  proceed  with  our 
long  overdue  scheme  in  tho  near  future. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages,  which  include  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1955.  The  main  features 

are  as  follows 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the 
local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive 
medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  attendants. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  at  Lampeter  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurses  who  are  also  State  Certified  Midwives . 

(d)  A health  visitor  covers  the  Lampeter  area, 

(e)  Hone  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurses 0 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person ls  own  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority© 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Lampeter. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks 
and  advice  given  by  medical  officers  and  the  health  visitor  of  the 
local  health  authority-,  Care  and  after-care  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
district  nurses  and  of  the  health  visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are 
also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician* s health  visitor 0 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suito.ble  persons  engaged  locally. 

(j)  The  borough  of  Lampeter  lies  almost  mid-way  between  the  towns  of 
Aberystwyth  and  Carmarthen  in  both  of  which  general  hospitals  exist. 

The  former  is  under  the  aegis  of  the  Mid -Wales  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  the  latter  under  its  West  Wales  counterpart.  Public 
health  laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  are  also  to  be  found 
in  both  centres.  The  infectious  diseases1  hospital  for  the  area  is 

at  Tanybwlch;  close  to  Aberystwyth. 

(k)  The  central  core  of  the  Health  Services  is  still  the  general  practitioner. 
There  are  four  doctors  providing  general  medical  services  in  the 
borough*

The  Council  have  the  services  of  a part  time  Rodent  Operator.  Routine 
inspections  are  made  on  all  Council  property  including  Refuse  Tips, 

A number  of  private  premises  were  inspected  and  advice  given  on  the  best 
methods  to  deal  with  minor  infestations.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
serve  a Statutory  Notice  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  for  the 
destruction  of  rats. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  following  the  receipt  of  a complainst  from  business 
premises,  a request  was  made  for  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator  to  deal  with  the 
infestation.  The  cost  of  carrying  out  this  service  is  charged  to  the 
respective  occupiers. 

Public  sewer  treatment  has  been  carried  out  and  quite  good  Skills1  have  been 
recorded. 
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5.  Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  Regulations)  relating  to  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  nor  under  Section  172  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  19 36  which  provides  for  the  compusory  removal  to  hospital 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Four  visits  have  been  made  to  give  advice  on  disinfection  at  private  houses 
following  the  occupation  of  rooms  by  infected  persons.

Tne  normal  water  supply  to  the  town  is  obtained  from  two  spring  gathering 
grouno.s*  The  water  being  collected  in  settling  tanks  at  each  gathering* 
grounc.j  and  from  these  it  is  gravity  fed  to  a service  reservoir,  A 
secondary  means  of  supply  which  is  used  to  augment  the  spring  supply  is  a 
deep  borehole  situated  at  Olwen  Field  Farm.  Unfortunately,  pumping  is

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14.  Improvement  Grants „ 

Five  schemes  were  approved  for  the  alteration  and  improvements  of 
dwelling  houses  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1956.  The  schemes  were  completed  in  respect  of  three  houses  and  the  grant  paid 
during  this  period. 

15  • Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,, 

There  are  three  sewage  outfalls  from  the  Borough,  One  discharges 
directly  into  the  River  Dulas  and  thence  to  the  River  Teify,  The  other  two 
discharge  into  open  ditches  which  eat end  for  approximately  300  yards  and  then 
finally  discharge  into  the  River  Creuddyn  which  eventually  joins  the  River 
Teify. 


Prior  to  the  Sewage  entering  the  River  Teify  a considerable  amount 
of  oxidisation  and  dilution  has  taken  place  and,  on  discharge  into  the  River,  it 
is  in  a reasonably  inert  condition. 

In  addition,  there  is  a small  group  of  dwelling  houses  situated  in 
Station  Terrace  which  are  drained  with  an  outfall  into  the  Mill  Race  and  thence 
to  the  River  Dulas. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  proposed.  Joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  between  the  Lampeter  Borough  Council  and  Newcastle  Emlyn  R.D.C. 
is  reaching  its  final  stages  with  the  respective  consulting  engineers  preparatory 
to  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 


The  Mart/Station  Terrace  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  alleviation  of 
flooding  is  now  completed  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

16,  Private  Drainage » 

Nine  lengths  of  private  drains  were  inspected  and  water  tested  and 
subsequently  approved. 

Fourteen  blocked  private  drains  were  released.
